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General  Reference  Library. 

3.  The  additions  to  the  General  Reference  Collection  did  not  include  any  specially  noteworthy 
books  or  important  sets  such  as  were  purchased  in  the  previous  year.  The  increasing  difficulties  in 
Connection  with  the  work  of  our  London  agents  and  the  necessity  for  economising  freight  decided  the 
Trustees  to  compile  their  orders  on  a  conservative  basis.  Many  orders  were  greatly  delayed,  and  it  was 
found  also  that  comparatively  few  standard  works  were  published  during  the  year. 

The  more  important  books  in  different  languages  on  the  Great  War  were  purchased,  and  this  section 
now  contains  over  1,0  H)  volumes.  The  Trustees  are  not  attempting  to  make  a  complete  collection. 
.Such  a  library  would  be  expensive  and  would  take  far  more  space  than  is  available  in  the  Reference 
Library  building.  Moreover,  the  Public  Library  of  Victoria  is  buying  war  books  extensively,  and  if  such 
a  collection  for  special  students  is  provided  in  another  Australian  Stare,  it  is  inadvisable  to  duplicate  more 
than  the  important  books  in  New  South  Wales. 

The  donations  received  by  the  Trustees  for  incorporation  in  the  General  Reference  Collection 
totalled  1,180  volumes  and  1,369  pamphlets,  exclusive  of  262  volumes  and  24  pamphlets  and  a  considerable 
number  of  newspapers  deposited  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  Copyright  Act. 

Tebbutt  Collection. 

4.  The  unusually  large  increase  to  the  Mitchell  Library  of  8,121  volumes  is  due  mainly  to  the  donation 
of  the  Tebbutt  Library,  comprising  3,676  printed  volumes,  117  volumes  of  manuscripts,  and  235  pamphlets. 
The  donation  was  a  valuable  one.  It  was  the  working  library  of  the  late  John  Tebbutt,  the  great  astronomer 
of  Windsor,  in  this  State,  who  died  in  1916.  It  was  John  Tebbutt's  intention  to  present  to  the  Mitchell 
Library  during  his  lifetime  his  complete  astronomical  collection,  including  his  own  correspondence, 
manuscript  observations,  &c,  but  owing  to  his  sudden  death  the  intention  was  not  effected.  His  son, 
Mr.  J.  T.  Tebbutt,  has  since  carried  out  his  father's  wishes  and  made  the  donation  without  reservation. 
The  gift  was  a  noteworthy  one,  both  on  account  of  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  collection  of  printed  works 
and  because  it  included  such  a  splendid  mass  of  manuscript  material,  which  should  be  of  value  to  astronomers 
for  many  years  to  come.  Scientists  will  also  find  interest  in  looking  through  the  working  library  of 
Australia's  greatest  astronomer. 

H.  L.  White  Postage  Stamp  Collection. 

5.  In  June  Mr.  H.  L.  White,  of  Belltrees,  near  Scone,  presented  to  the  Trustees  his  New  South 
Wales  postage  and  fiscal  stamps.  The  collection,  considered  by  philatelists  on  current  market  prices  to  be 
worth  at  least  £15,000,  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world.  It  is  especially  rich  in  plates  of  "  Sydney  Views  " 
and  "  Laureates,"  and  comprises  individual  stamps  of  great  rarity.  All  of  the  used  "  Views  "  and 
'"Laureates"  are  plated ;  and  of  the  41  plates,  25  are  actually  complete  and  many  of  the  remaining  16  are 
almost  complete.  Of  the  888  stamps  needed  to  fill  all  of  the  plates  of  "  Views  "  and  "  Laureates,"  798 
are  in  the  collection.  Only  philatelists  will  realise  from  these  figures  the  full  extent  of  Mr.  White's 
achievement.  It  was  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  gift  that  the  Trustees  should  properly  house  and  display 
the  exhibit,  and  Mr.  White  defrayed  the  whole  cost  of  suitable  cabinets.  Mr.  Fred.  Hagen,  the  well-known 
stamp  expert,  who  had  assisted  Mr.  White  in  forming  the  collection,  offered  his  services  gratuitously  in 
arranging  it  in  the  frames.  Four  cabinets  of  Queensland  maple,  with  176  beautifully  fitted  slides,  were 
made,  and  the  collection  was  almost  ready  for  public  opening  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Trustees  under  the  conditions  of  the  Mitchell  Bequest  are  not  able  to  use  any  of  their  income 
from  the  endowment  for  the  purchase  of  postage  stamps,  but  welcome  the  gift  as  a  very  suitable  adjunct 
to  their  collection  of  Australiana.

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Altogether,  the  donations  to  the  Mitchell  Library  during  the  year  stalled  4,236  volumes,  1,031 
pamphlets,  123  volumes  of  manuscripts,  38  songs  and  pieces  of  music,  23  maps,  2  engravings,  44  paintings, 
13  photographs,  8  medals,  tokens,  and  badges,  and  a  number  of  letters  from  soldiers  at  the  Front. 

Governor  Macquarie' 's  Portrait. 

7.  At  the  request  of  the  Directors  of  the  Bank  of  New  South  AVales,  the  Trustees  permitted  Mr. 
Norman  Carter  to  make  a  copy  of  the  original  Governor  Macquarie  portrait  by  Opie,  to  be  hung  in  the 
Board  Room  of  the  Bank  in  George-street. 

Circulating  Boxes. 

8.  Notwithstanding  the  total  elimination  of  fiction,  there  was  a  decided  increase  in  the  circulaticn 
of  travelling  boxes;  470,  containing  18,222  volumes,  being  circulated,  as  against  268  boxes,  containing 
10,749  volumes,  for  1916.  These  libraries  were  forwarded  to  219  separate  groups  of  readers,  as  follows  :— 
231  boxes  containing  7,925  volumes  to  116  country  schools  of  arts,  &c. ;  57  boxes  of  2,419  volumes  to 
23  lighthouses;  133  boxes  of  5,379  volumes  to  55  branches  of  the  Public  School  Teachers'  Association ;  and 
49  boxes  of  2,499  volumes  to  25  branches  of  the  Agricultural  Bureau.  The  experiment  of  circulating 
specially  selected  boxes  of  books  on  agriculture  and  domestic  economy  to  branches  of  the  Agricultural 
Bureau'kas.so  far  proved  successful.  Although  agriculturists  are  not,  as  a  rule,  readers  of  books,  no  less 
than  25  branches  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  offered,  and  others  are  awaiting  boxes  when 
they  can  be  equipped  with  suitable  books.  The  books  are  certainly  used,  and  on  their  return  there  has 
been  a  request  from  every  receiving  bureau  for  a  further  supply. 

Country  Reference  Section. 

9.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  also  a  very  great  increase  in  the  circulation  of  reference  books  by 
post  to  individual  students  in  the  country.  Since  the  Country  Reference  Section  was  established,  the 
circulation  has  grown  from  1,137  volumes  in  1914,  1,848  volumes  in  1915,  2,704  volumes  in  1916,  to  6,984 
volumes  in  1917.  The  regular  curve  of  increase  up  to  the  end  of  1916  was  due  to  the  gradual  extension  of 
knowledge  of  the  system.  The  much  gieater  proportionate  increase  in  1917  was  mainly  owing  to  more 
effective  organisation  and  advertising,  and  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  officers  employed  in  the  section. 
This  system  of  circulating  individual  reference  books  by  post  is  beginning  to  attract  attention  beyond  the 
State.  Inquiries  concerning  its  results  have  been  received  from  several  Australian  States  and  from 
America. 

Attendances. 

10.  The  General  Reference  Library  was  open  on  357  days,  including  Sundays,  being  closed  for  six 
days  in  May  for  general  cleaning  and  rearrangement  of  books.  The  attendance  was  151,720,  showing  a 
decrease  of  2,255  on  that  for  the  previous  year.  The  Mitchell  Library  was  open  on  311  days,  the  number 
of  visitors  being  17,236,  an  increase  of  1,086  over  the  attendance  for  1916.

While  the  attendance  at  the  Mitchell  Library  may  perhaps  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  considering 
the  special  nature  of  the  collection,  the  attendance  at  the  General  Reference  Library  falls  very  far  short 
of  whatshouldbe  expected.  Such  a  library,  w ith  its  excellent  and  up-to-date  collection  of  books,  in  a  city 
with  the  population  of  Sydney,  should  show  an  attendance  of  at  least  300.CC0  students  per  year.  The 
best  methods  cf  cataloguing  and  classifying  have  taken  the  place  of  the  old  unsuitable  systems ;  the 
reading  rooms  have  been  considerably  improved  in  appearance,  and  are  clean  and  well  aired.  Electricity 
for  lighting  has  replaced  gas  ;  and,  above  all,  the  staff  bears  comparison  in  capacity,  enthusiasm  and  training 
with  the  officers  of  similar  libraries  in  other  States,  in  England,  and  in  America.  It  must  be  admitted, 
however,  that  there  is  too  much  delay  in  finding  books  for  the  public.  The  stack  rooms  are  over- 
crowded, and  the  location  of  the  books  has  constantly  to  be  altered  to  take  advantage  of  every  foot  of 
shelving  for  additions,  whilst  the  reading  rooms  themselves  are  totally  inadequate  in  space  and.  seating 
accommodation.  Students  with  any  knowledge  of  hygiene  will  prefer  to  take  all  kinds  of  trouble  to  obtain 
information  from  other  quarters  which  they  could  procure  with  less  difficulty  at  the  Public  Library. 

Modern  progressive  methods  teach  the  necessity  for  advertising  libraries.  It  seems,  however,  to 
be  a  waste  of  time  and  money  to  advertise  the  Public  Library  of  New  South  Wales,  because  the  business 
people  and  other  students,  who  are  encouraged  by  such  advertising  to  use  it,  are  soon  dissatisfied  with  the 
conditions  of  accommodation,  the  discomfort  and  unattractiveness  of  the  reading  rooms,  where  all  kinds 
of  men  and  women,  close  students  as  well  as  casual  readers,  are  crowded  together.  Every  effort  is  being 
exerted  by  the  Trustees  and  staff  to  make  the  best  of  the  present  conditions,  but  the  General  Reference 
Library  will  never  be  able  to  point  to  an  adequate  and  satisfactory  attendance  of  students  until  more 
provision  is  made  for  their  comfort  and  for  the  proper  shelving  and  arrangement  of  the  books. 

Recataloguing 
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Recataloguing  and  Reclassifying.. 

II;  -Not  sufficient  progress  has  been  made  in  recataloguing  and  reclassifying  the  collection.  Although 
the  eacilogiiers  are  well  trained  and  are  now  more  competent  to  deal  with  their  duties,  there  has  been 
too  much  waste  of  time  of  these  officers  through  constant  alterations  in  the  arrangement  of  the  becks  to 
provide  for  current  additions  and  in  helping  students  who,  in  better-arranged  libraries,  could  do  their  own 
research  work.  The  cataloguers  have  been  utilised  also  in  special  researches  for  Government  officers  and 
the  increasing  inquiries  by  telephone  and  through  the  post.  The  time  records  of  the  General  Reference 
Library  cataloguers  show  that  6,530 1  hours  were  occupied  in  cataloguing  and  classifying,  and  2,144|  hours 
in  other  duties. 

The  work  of  collating  and  recataloguing  sets  of  periodicals  was  proceeded  with,  503  sets  being 
so  dealt  with  during  the  year.  A  dump  of  4,696  pamphlets  was  classified,  listed,  and  cased  by  the 
cataloguers.  The  total  number  of  cards  written  for  the  Catalogues  was  55,130,  whilst  73,0J8  entries  were 
added  to  the  index  of  manuscripts,  &c.  The  reclassifying  and  recataloguing  of  the  Shakespeare  Collection 
of  over  1,000  volumes  was  almost  completed,  and  was  well  done.  A  special  room  in  the  house  adjoining 
the  main  building  was  utilised  for  its  accommodation,  thereby  providing  more  space  for  English- litera-  ure 
in  the  reading  rooms.  The  rare  and  valuable  books  kept  in  the  Principal  Librarian's  rocm  were  properly 
arranged  and  listed. 

Public  Affairs  Information  Service. 

12.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Public  Affairs  Information  Service  in  New  York  to  supply 
to  this  Library  free  publications  issued  by  all  kinds  of  bodies  in  the  United  States.  The  service  proved 
.satisfactory  and  enabled  the  staff  to  use  recent  material  in  their  research  work  for  different  special  students, 
and  notably  for  the  Publicity  Branch  of  the  Premier's  Department.  The  bibliography  bulletins  issued  by 
this  organisation  were  valuable  in  keeping,  he  staff,  in  touch,  with  the  latest  information  on  all  kinds  of 
sociological  questions. 

Training,  of  Officers.- 

13.  The  lectures  for  the  staff  were  continued  during  the  year,  and  five  officers  passed  in.  the  subject 
of  Bibliography  in  the  higher  examination  under  the  Public  Service  Board's-  new-  regulations  governing  the 
promotion  of  cataloguers.    The  examination  paper  is-  appended  to  this  Report. 

New  Book  Stacks. 

14.  Owing  to  the  necessity  for  additional  storage  space  for  open  access,  as  w^ell  as  for  stacking  in  the 
General  Reference  Library,  a  new  gallery  was  erected  in  No.  2  Reading  Room,  which  will  greatly  assist  in 
providing  space  for  current  additions  for  two  years.  In  order  to  utilise  this  additional  shelf  space  it  was 
necessary  to  rearrange  and  to  alter  the  location  of  all  the  books  in  the  No.  1  and  No.  2  Reading  Rooms. 


Printing  of  Catalogues. 

15.  The  setting  of  the  five-yearly  Supplement  to  the  printed  Catalogue  for  1911-15  was  completed 
during  the  year.  Galley  slips- were  printed,  for  the  use  of  the  staff,  but  owing  to  the  necessity  for  economy 
and  the  scarcity  of  paper  it  was  not  considered  advisable  to  go  further  with  the  issue  of  the  catalogue. 
The  Library  printery  was  closed  on  the  30th  June.  One  printer  was  retired  and  the  other  was  transferred 
to  the  temporary  staff  of  the  Government  Printing  Office. 

International  Exchanges. 

16.  Exchanges  received  during  the  year  totalled  27  cases  and  19  parcels,  whilst  25  cases  and 
3  parcels  were  despatched. 

Applications  for  our  State  publications  were  received  from  several  American  and  Canadian 
institutions  not  previously  on  the  exchange  list,  and  these  were  supplied  as  far  as  possible.  Unfortunately, 
owing  to  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the  Government  Printer  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  to 
cut  down  requisitions  for  exchange  publications  to  the  lowest  possible  minimum,  we  were  not  able  to 
satisfy  the  wish  of  many  American  and  Canadian  libraries  and  associations  to  obtain  New  South  Wales 
Government  publications  in  return  for  those  of  their  own  State.  We  receive  from  foreign  institutions  and 
departments  more  than  we  return  ;  and  there  is  a  growing  desire,  especially  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States,  to  obtain  Australian  official  publications  and  to  procure  information  about  the  Commonwealth. 
A'oart  from  the  necessity  to  reciprocate  in  official  exchanges,  it  would  be  considerably  to  our  advantage  to 
circulate  as  widely  as  possible  all  publications  concerning  the  resources  and  social  conditions  of  the  State. 

i  Library  of  the  Royal  Anthropological  Society. 

17.  During  the  year  the  representatives  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Royal  Anthropological  Society  of 
'Australasia,  which  had  been  dormant  for  some  years  past,  handed  over  to  the  Trustees  their  collection  of 
scientific  literature,  and  from  this  collection  291  volumes  not  required  for  incorporation  in  the  Public 
Library  were  distributed  as  follows  : — Royal  Society  of  New  South  Wales,  75 ;  Australian  Museum,  91 ; 
Linnean  Society  ©i  New  South  Wales,  114;  Fisher  Library,  11.
